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Methodology 


The present study was undertaken by Mission Research on behalf of the CBC. The 
major research objective was to evaluate young peoples' experiences with different 
forms of violence while attending school, from Kindergarten through to Grade 12. 


Findings derive from a total of 4,065 online interviews with young Canadians aged 14 

to 21. 


A corresponding probability sample of this size would yield a margin of error of 
percentage points, 19 times out of 20. The margin of error is larger in 

stratified 

analyses due to smaller sample sizes.
